Provided that any Air Traffic Control Unit may, at its discretion, permit an 
aerodyne equipped with a radio apparatus capable of conducting two-way com- 
munications to make straight-in approach to land when such approach would not 
in the opinion of the Air Traffic Control Unit, constitute any danger to safe and 
orderly flow of air traffic or involve any risk of collision. 

(2) Where an aerodyne starting from or about to land on an aerodrome makes- 
a circuit or partial circuit of an aerodrome, the turning shall be made clear of the 
landing area and shall be left-handed (anti-clockwise), so that during such 
circuit the landing area shall always be on its left: 

Provided that the turning shall be right-handed when the signal indicated in, 
sub-rule (4) of rule 105 is displayed,”
